He had no idea that he would 
ever get well, and was quite willing to die, having a 
bright hope of future good.

Ltxch Law and Murder at Newburg. —A few days 
since, at Newburg, on the Hudson, a colored man, who 
had recently been discharged from prison after serving 
a term under a conviction for stealing, was accused of 
violating the person of an Irish girl and sent to jail to 
await a legal investigation of the charge. On Sun- 
day last a gang of Irishmen, of the baser sort, in¬ 
flamed by rot-gut liquor, determined to lynch the 
accused. Accordingly, a large crowd assembled 
around the jail, armed with crow-bars, sledge-ham¬ 
mers, and other, formidable weapons, with a view 
to carrying out the terms of thgir resolution to 
the letter. Father O’Reilly, the Roman Catholic priest, 
a gentleman who is highly respected by the citizens of 
Newburg generally, went to the scene, determined, if 
he could, to prevent his people disgracing themselves 
by any outrage against the law. He placed himself in 
the doorway leading to the jail in the lower part of 
the building, and declared that no man should pass 
that way unless he passed over his dead body. He 
warned them to desist, as if they did any such a thing 
as they intended, they would be violating the law, and 
would be held responsible for whatever was done. 
This had no effect, however ; the leaders were primed 
with rot-gut rum, and they feared neither God, the 
priest, or man. They pushed the Reverend Father 
aside, hustled him away from the scene, then proceeded 
to smash the door with crowbars and sledge-hammeM. 
Of course they soon accomplished their job, and found 
an easy entrance to the cells. Here they selected their 
victim, and led him forth out of the jail within reach 
of the whole moh. Then he was beat, kiclred, and 
stoned by every one who could get within striking 
distance of him, and, when nearly exhausted with the 
extraordinary violence to which he had been submit¬ 
ted, they took him and hanged him to a tree under the 
shadow of the Court-house. 

Whether the murderers will he apprehended and 
punished remains to be seen. The outrage is worthy 
of Vicksburg or Natchez in the days when those cities 
^were ruled by assassins and gamblers.

The rebel, forces still menace Pennsylvania and Mary¬ 
land. Detachments from ' Lee’s army are at several 
different points in those States. From 35,000 to 40,000, 
under Ewell, are believed to be in the Boonsboro Val¬ 
ley. They have a large quantity of artillery, cavalry 
and infantry. They are building bridges across the 
canal, and actively engaged foraging the country, col¬ 
lecting supplies, etc; They crossed at Aiitietara Ford 
and Sheperdstown. Gen. Kelly telegraphs that Imho- 
den’s cavalry, about 3,000 strong, are at Cacataus. 

The rebels, after once retiring fpom Chambersburg, 
reoccupied the place on Tuesday ; our troops there, 
under Gen. Knipe, falling hack to the main body, leav¬ 
ing cavalry pickets five miles this side. The rebels 
were thought to be in considerable force. The report 
that a party of rebels had occupied Gettysburg is 
denied by tlie Baliimore American of Tuesday, on the 
authority of .a gentleman who left the town on Monday 
morning. A marauding party has been within ten 
miles of the place, and that is the nearest approach. 
The rebel foree in Frederick, Md., were driven out on 
Monday afternoon by a party of our cavalry. 

Great excitement is reported as existing in Pittsburg, 
Penn., in anticipation of a descent of the rebels. They 
were on Tuesday, said, to be at Uniontown, only forty 
miles distant. Business was entirely suspended, and 
the citizens were making extensive preparations lor the 
proper reception of tlie enemy. 

The U. S. cavalry under Pleasanton fought with the 
rebel cavalry tinder Stuart last Sunday at Middleburg, 
a/illage a few miles west of Alclie Gap i^the Bull Run 
Mountains. Pleasanton attacked in the morning and 
drove the rebels before him all day, taking two pieces 
of artillery and some prisoners. The rebels left their 
dead and wounded upon the field, while our loss was 
small. Gen. Hooker now holds Thoroughfare Gap and 
Afdie Gap, and we presume the last of the rebels are 
now cleared out from the East side of the Bull Run 
Mountains. 

The rebel iron-clad ram Fingal, formerly Atlanta, 
has been captured off Savannah by the iron-clad Wee- 
hawken. She came down on the morning of the 17th 
inst. into Warsaw Sound, by wary of Wilmington river, 
accompanied by two wooden • steamers loaded with 
spectators. The Weehawken, eommaded by Captain 
Rodgers, at once engaged her, and fired in all but five 
shots, three of which took effeclj penetrating her armor 
and killing or wounding the crews of two guns. Two 
of her three pilots were also wounded, the top of her 
pilgt-house being shot away. She then grounded, after 
having fired six shuts, and immediately afterward sur¬ 
rendered. Her armament consists of two 7-inch and 
two 6-iuch Brooks guns, rifled, and her officers and 
ew numbered 165. She had on board instruments 
id stores for a regular cruise. 

We have advices from New Orleans to the 14th inst. 
The only news from Port Hudson is the statement that 
the siege is progressing. No details whatever have 
come to hand. Gen. Sherman has suffered the ampu¬ 
tation of his leg, and still survived, but his condition 
as considered criiicai. 

Official advices from Gen. Grant to the 19th, at noon, 
report some advantage gained by our forces on the 
18th. The siege was progressing satisfactorily. 

The Teehe country, so recently acquired by Gen. 
Banks, has been abandoned to the rebels, our entire 
force being necessary for the investment of Port Hud 
son. This is more to be regretted on account of the 
large number of citizens in the Teehe country who vol¬ 
untarily renewed their allegiance. They will be forced 
to fly from their homes or suffer death. The rebel 
forces in that section tire composed of an incongruous 
assemblage of volunteers, conscripts,'toegroes, gueril¬ 
las, and citizens.. They are only prevented from erect¬ 
ing fortifications at Berwick .City by the efforts of our 
artillery. Had they means of crossing the bay our 
forces Mfculd be. compelled to retreat,

Col. Holman has participat¬ 
ed in the battles of Island No. 10, under Gen. Pope, of 
Luka, and of Corinth. He was also on Gen Grant’s 
staff. He has the hearty cooperation of the colored 
soldiers, and will probably have Mr. J.D. Tui 
did much to ward raising the first companies, 
his officers.— Tribune. 

June 21.—Adj.-Gen. Thomas was brought borne yes¬ 
terday in easy stages from the hospital in Louisville, 
saved literally from the jaws of death. The North will 
be interested to hear that Gen. Thomas has organized 
twenty negro regiments in Lower Mississippi, has put 
under cultivation sixty abandoned Louisiana, Mississip¬ 
pi and Arkansas plantations, and, better than all, has 
totally changed in all the armies ot the West and South 
the pro slavery feeling, and has made the greatest gen¬ 
erals and lowest privates sympathetic with his mission 
and respectful of a black American with a 
his hands. Of the negro, Gen. Thomas says that every¬ 
where he fights like an avenging angel.— Times.

THE REJECTION OF COLORED TROOPS. 

From Tho Philadelphia, Diai. 

We regret very much that General Couch “did u< , 
could not legally', it is said, accept the services of the 
company of colored men which volunteered for the de¬ 
fense of the State. It was composed of eighty of the 
best colored citizens of Philadelphia, who answered at 
once the urgent call of the Governor. They armed 
themselves, elected white officers, and asked no favors. 
All they wished was an opportunity to aid in the de¬ 
fense of their State. They even paid their own way to 
Harrisburg, not being able to obtain transportation, 
and when they reached that city their services were 
declined. When brave men are thus tied up with red 
tape, something must be wrong. # 

General Goneh, we believe, stated that technical pr 
visions necessitated the refusal of the company. We 
know, however, that had technical orders been gener¬ 
ally obeyed, Harrisburg would have had very few de¬ 
fenders. The organization of colored troops will, prob¬ 
ably, meet with oilier difficulties, but it should not 
discourage those engaged in a work so honorable and 
important. 

From Tke Philadclpliia'Noitli American. 

We notice among the companies first going forward 
for the defence of the State one of colored men, from 
Huntingdon County, and several companies of colored 
men from Philadelphia. Although Spencer Miller’ 
battery was the first detachment of any kind to arrii 
at Harrisburg from this city, a body of about two hun¬ 
dred and fifty colored troops Were the first to offer 
themselves to the Mayor ready for service. They 
ere well drilled, having been engaged in drilling for 
veral months past. They go out with white officers, 
who have seen hard service. We doubt not that tlie 
example thus set will be a wholesome one, and that 
large numbers of colored men will gladly avail them¬ 
selves of the opportunity to enter the national service, 
and fight under the banner of their country, a country 
which; in truth, has not done much for them beyond 
furnishing them with a birth-place. 

A SLATE CAPTURING HI§ MASTER. 

A Vicksburg correspondent of The Post, giving an 
account of the late fight at Milliken’s Bend, mentions I 
the following: “ Among the incidents of the fight I 
worthy of note was-the capture of a rebel soldier by a 
negro who was-his slave*three months ago. The Texan 
was caught in a tight place by one of Col. Leib’g men, I 
who cried but to hirfi, ‘ Hold on dar and put down your I 
gun, or I’ll shootli. The rebel surrendered uncondi¬ 
tionally ; but, after identifying his captor, said to one I 
lof our officers that he protested against being held as a I 
prisoner by his own slave. ‘ It’s good enough for yon,’ I 
said the officer; ‘ that’s just the man to guard you. 
And, Jim (addressing the soldier), if he don’t behave 
IhimseU’, shoot him down.’ The chivalrous Southerner 
|was very indignant, and his wrath-effervesced in a I 
series of oaths, which fell upon the ears of the ‘ intellf-1 
gent contraband’ without effect. The dusky warrior 
kept a close eye upon his prisoner, but refused to hold I 
any conversation with him, or answer any of his ques-1 
lions as to when he enlisted^or how he dared to level a 
m at his master.” 

COL. MONTGOMERY AMONG THE REBELS. 

I From The Beaufort Free. South. 

I What Stoneman and Grierson are upon the horse, 
Co[, Jim Montgomery is upon foot. With but 250 negro I 
soldiers, on board the gunboat John Adams and the I 
I transports Harriet A. Weed and Sentinel, he left Beau- 
Ifort on the evening of the 1st inst, and at 2J on the 
following morning anchored his little fleet- in the Com-1 
bnbee river, 30 miles distant from the point of his de¬ 
parture, 20 miles from Charleston, and 15 from the 
village of Ashepoo, on the Charleston and Savannah 
Railroad. The Sentinel, unfortunately, got aground at I 
ifhe mouth of the Coosaw river, and was of no service I 
to the expedition; the troops on board of her were I 
transferred to the John Adams and the Harriet A. 
[Weed. 

■ The village of Ashepoo is approached from the Com- 
bahee by three different roads, one from Field’s Point, I 
where the rebels had constructed a battery, but had I 
deserted it—one from Tar Bluff', two miles above Field’s! 
Point, and one from Combahee Ferry, six miles further 

| * In accordance with the plan fully determined upon I 
before his departure, Col. Montgomery, almost at the I 
same instant, took possession of the three approaches 
to Ashepoo, placing Capt. T. N. Thompson with one 
Icompany in the earthworks at Field’s Point; Capt. I 
Carver with Company E in the rifle-pits at Tar Bluff, I 
and then, with the balance of bis force, proceeded to 
Combahee Ferry, and with the guns of the John Adams I 
land two howitzers, under, command of Capt. Brayton.-I 
I completely covered the road and the approaches to the 
bridge. 

| • Tliese points were all occupied without opposition. I 
I To deceive the enemy, and lead him to suppose that his I 
force was much larger than it really was, he instructed 
I the officer in command at these difficult points fo retain 
Ibut a few men in reserve, and throw out nearly their I 
entire strength as skirmishers. 

^(Ashepoo the rebels had three regiments of infantry, 
battalion of cavalry, and a full battery of artillery. 
As Capt. Thompson advanced up the road.leading from I 
IFieldjs Point, cavalry came in sight, but a few well- • 
directed volleys soon sent them galloping back in con¬ 
fusion to their stronghold at Ashepoo. 

At half-past 3 p m., a battery of six pieces arrived I 
and opened a brisk fire. Not a man flinched, but, from 
such hiding-places as they could find poured volley 
after volley upon the gunners, killing and wounding a! 
number. In the midst of this little engagement the 
Harriet A. Weed came up, and a well-directed shell 
from her guns, under the direction q^Capt. Holden, 
caused a retreat of the rebel artillery. The raid upon 
this road then commenced in earnest. The soldiers 
scattered in every direction, and burned and destroyed 
everything of value they, came across. Thirty-four I 
large mausions known to belong to notorious rebels, 
with all their rich furniture, and rare works of art, 
were burned to the ground. Nothing but smouldering 
runts and parched and crisped skeletons of once magni¬ 
ficent old oak and palmetto groves now remain of these 
delightful country seats. 

After scattering the rebel artillery, the Harriet A. 
IWeed tied up opposite a large plantation, owned by 
Nicholas and Kirkland. Major. Corwin, in command of 
companies B and C, soon effected a landing without op¬ 
position. The white inhabitants, terrified at the sight 
of negro soldiers, with loaded muskets iu their bauds, 
ran in every direction,' while the slave population 
rushed to the boats with every demonstration of joy 
and gratitude. Three rice-houses well filled with rice, a 
large amount in ricks in the yard, and four large mills oi' 
different kinds, were destroyed. Mansions, negro quar 
fers, and everything inflammable, was consigned to the 
flames. Sluices were opened, plantations flooded, and 
broad ponds and lakes made where, but a lew hours 
before, luxuriant crops of rice and corn were putting 
forth their leaves. 

Capt. Carver, with Company C, landed at Tar Bluff. 
After, a skillfql dispositionol his pickets, the*enemy’s 
cavalry appeared iu sight, and threatened to everwhulm 
Ins little party, but upon throwing out his whole force, 
he succeeded iu repulsing every charge, am* finally 
drove them entirely out ot sight. Upon this road sev¬ 
eral large steam rice-mills, three cotton-gins, and a fine 
saw-miU were destroyed, together with an immense 
amount of other property. 

Capt. Hoyt, Company A, landed at Combahee Ferry 
at 7.j a.m., encountered cavalry pickets the moment he 
began to advance, but alter a short engagement, drove 
them back in disorder. The fine bridge aci 
Combahee river was then destroyed, together 
tli«J%(ljacent property. 

Haviug brought within his lines nearly 800 valuable 
slaves ; having«destroyed property to the amount of two 
million, most oi which belonged to notorious leaders in 
this rebellion ; having demonstrated that negro soldiers 
will follow and fight wherever a brave-and bold man 
dares lead them, and that the slave population of South 
Carolina are eager to embrace the opportunity to escape, 
Col. Montgomery returned to Beaufort early 
morning of the 3d inst, without the loss of a m 
subsequently wen t toSt. Simon’s (Ga.) Island. Upon 
arriving at his post, be immediately went to work to 
discover what the rebels were about in liis vicinity, 
and what damage be could inflict upon them in the way 
of destroying valuable property. On the 8th inst., with 
four companies of the 2d S. C., on board the Harriet A. 
Weed and the John Adams, he ascended Turtle river 
to within a short distance of Brunswick, and alter 
throwing a few shells into the place, discovered that it 
was entirely deserted. The Harriet A. Weed getting 
aground, and the John Adams drawing too much water, 
it was deemed advisable pot fo ojpupy the city or pro¬ 
ceed further up the river. 

Capts. Apthorp and Adams, desiring not to return, 

wituout'accomplishing something, took a skiff, with six 

men. rowed up to the bridge of the Savanuah and Bruns¬ 
wick Railroad, fired it in lour different places ; and had 
the satisfaction of seeing it totally distroyed before 
they returned. 

On their return to the steamer they were fired upon 
from a thicket by some 15 or 20 rebels; but with the 
exception of Sergt Leonard, who received a slight ifesh 
wound in the arm, not a man was hit. After shelling 
the. woods by the Joljn Adams, the party returned to 
St. Simon’s Island. 

Col. Montgomery has made another expedition down 
to Darien, where he destroyed the rebel salt works 
and captured a cotton schooner. The town was de¬ 
stroyed. On this expedition quite a serious mutiny 
occurred on or near the transport Saxon. A detach¬ 
ment Of foe 1st South Carolina, which composed the 


expedition, was ordered by the officers to enter a boat 
and pull to the shore on a reconnoisatice. The men re¬ 
fused. but finally entered the boat, when they declined 
to take oars and pnll ashore. The’order was 
and disobeyed, and when tho officer in con 
nph'd to enforce his orders, he was set up 
his negro soldiers, who font him severely, breaking 
ne of his ribs, and injuring him quite seriously. 
Another officer in the boat drew his pistol on the mal¬ 
content, but before he could fire, the negro raised and 
discharged his musket at him, fortunately missing him, 
hut killed bis brother who was in the boat. The officer 
instantly fired upon the assassin, and killed him on the 
spot. The affair here terminated, but it was thought 
advisable to return to Port Royal, which was done, and 
the mutineers were placed in charge of the Provost 
Marshal in irons. The matter will be duly investigated, 
and a proper punishment awarded, the negroes. 

BRAVERY OF THE BLACKS AT MHXIKEN’S BEND. 

Correspondence of The Tribune. 

In the Bear of Vicksburg, June 9.—On Saturday, foe 
k inst., a large foree of rebels was discovered• ap¬ 
proaching Milliken’s Bend. We had there a few white 
troops and several partially organized colored regi¬ 
ments—altogether forming a force inferior in point of 
numbers to that of the attacking party. The rebels 
were chiefly infantry, and are represented to have been 
without artillery. Without delay they attacked our 
troops and drove them to tlie river. Here the colored 
regiments rallied, and afterward succeeded in repuls¬ 
ing the enemy with heavy slaughter on both sides. The 
day the rebels renewed the attack, and the fighting 
desperate, a portion of the time being a hand to 
hand encounter. The-blacks clubbed -their muskets 
and struggled with a valor and persistance winch des¬ 
peration alone could inspire. They fell back slowly to 
-. river where the gunboats finally appeared and 
'0(1 them from capture and slaughter. On all hands, 
the conduct of the colored troops is spoken of as heroic. 
Thefe are stories circulating in camp about their white 
officers deserting them, about a number—forty or more 
—having been captured, and murdered near a cotton- 
_ n in the neighborhood, as well as many exaggerated 
statements of the number of killed and of the strength 
of the enemy. At present writing, I can make nothing 
more out of the conflicting rumors and stories afioa' 
than I have already written. It seems settled, howevet 
that the negroes fought well, whatever may have bee 
the details of the affair. Their loss in killed is various, 
ly estimated at from two to four hundred, while that of I 
the enemy may be counted by smaller'figurdk. 1 have 
not yet learned who was in command on either side, 
but it is said that the rebels were Texan troops, com¬ 
manded by McCulloch, a brother of Ben. A rebel 
colonel is reported killed. 

June 10.—We did not get a mail off yesterday, and 
this morning I am able to add some details and particu¬ 
lars of the bloody engagements at Milliken’sBend on the 
6th and 7th inst. As this has been perhaps the most im¬ 
portant affair of the kind during the war, in which 
colored troops have been engaged, the details here 
given will be read with interest. 

Gen. Dennis, within a few days past, was directed "to 
relieve Gen. Sullivan in command at Young’s Point and 
Milliken’s Bend. He proceeded to the Bend directly 
alter receiving the order, and immediately afterward 
ordered a recounoisance by two companies of the lOtli 
Illinois Cavalry, supported by a detachment 150 strong 
of the 9th Louisiana (colored infantry), under Col. Lieb. 
On the 6th, this reconnoitering party discovered a por¬ 
tion of the enemy. The cavah-y, alter exchanging a few 
shots, fell back in its support. The enemy followed, 
ad were well received by Col. Lieb’s colored troops, 
ho delivered a murderous volley and then charged, 
driving everything bcore them, until the rebels, were 
so strongly rteulorced as to induce CoL Lieb to with¬ 
draw from further pursuit. Our forces fell back to 
their entrenched positions in the Bend. Gen. Dennis 
had, in the meantime, ordemd to the support of the 
garrison, at the Bend, the 23d Iowa and the gunboat 
Choctaw. Col. Glasgow, of the 23d, being the senior 
officer at the post, assumed the oommand, and made his 
dispositions to receive the attack. 

The attack was made the next morning about 5 
o’clock, and lasted until sometime in the afternoon, 
iding with the repulse of the enemy. 

Our men were posted in the entrenchments in the fol¬ 
lowing order : On the right, extending from the old 
i to the new levee, was a line of breastworks made 
cotton bales. Behind this defense, and a portion 
te new levee, were posted the 11th and 13th Loui- 
, and the 1st Mississippi regiments, all colored, 
which constituted our right wing and centre. Behiud 
earthworks on the left, were, the 23d Iowa, 120 strong, 
anff the 9th Louisiana, colored, 250 strong. The four 
colored regiments mustered iu all about 1,000 men— 
being incomplete in organization and undisciplined, 
r- The enemy succeeded, byuse of his cavalry, alter a 
desperate resistance, iu turning our felt Hank, and our 
troops were then exposed to an iufilading fire, which 
finally drove them from their works to the river’s 
brink. The gunboat Choctaw then got the range of the 
rebels, and speedily* drove them from the field. They 
retired to Ihe woods, and have only been heard from 
ice through a few prisoners and deserters. 

The trueuiy left 60 dead on the field, which were 
buried by our troops, and carried away the most ol 
their wounded. 

A brother to the notorious Ben McCulloch, who ranks 
as a general, 1 believe, commaudeil the rebels. He is 
•eporied by a deserter to have been severely wounded 
u the tliigh, rendering amputation necessary, from the 
shock of which he died. Col. Allen., lormerly of the 
regular army, is also reported to have been killed. 
Casualties among Officers of Slh Louisiana, ( colored)' 
liegiment. 

Killed —1st Lieut., Jacob Bonner ; 2d Lieut., L. 
Walter; 2d Lieut., Henry Wittmore ; 1st Sergeant, H.

Wounded— H. Lieb, colonel commanding all the negro 
regiments; Captains Hirrong, De Witt, Hammond, 
Heatli; Lieutenants Spillen, M. M. Miller, Paine, Corn- 
well ; 1st Sergeant,' John M. Ayers. 

Beside the above-named officers, 55 colored men were 
killed and 120 wounded ; making a loss in killed and 
wounded from this one regiment,'l92 out of 250. 

In t^e other colored regiments the loss has not yet 
}en ascertained, but it was not heavy, as they occupied 
the right, and were not so hotly engaged as the left: 

Gen. Dennis, Col. Lieb, and others, who have the best 
opportunities for knowing the facts, unite in saying, 
that although the colored troops were taken at disad¬ 
vantage, they displayed soldierly qualities in an emi¬ 
nent degree, and did as well as any troops could have 
done under the circumstances.
